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JAPAN, 
YOKOHAMA. 

The Dupleie and Granada had arrived at Shanghai, from 
this port, bringing dates to the 16th November. ‘The ouly 
item of intelligence is a disgraceful affair which has led to a 
trial in the British Consulate. The details fill many columns 
in the Yokohama papers, but are summarised as follows in the 
Hong Kong Daily Press :—Gustave Glackmeycr, a United States 
citizen, was clerk at a linen and woollen drapery store, kopt by 
Messrs. McKechnie and Co., who aro British subjects. Mr. 
McKechnie suspected Gustave of embezzlement, and hav ng 
him carefully watched, his suspicions wero fully realised and 
confirmed. Gustave had a homestead of his own which, 
like his nationality, was rather a peculiar one, for it 
was presided over and guarded by a Chinese female, 
and his habit was to send her goods out of his master's shop 
wherewith to decorate her celestial person. Mr. McKechnie, 
obtaining most incontestible proofs of this pernicious habit, un- 
wittingly evoked the services of the Municipal police, who took 
Glackmeyer into custody and conveyed him to the gaol at the 
British Consulate, which it appears is also the Municipal gaol 
Tho gacler, however, had his doubts about the legality of the 
step, and immediately consulted the Vice-Consul, who at once 
set the adopted American citizen free. Gustave instantly re- 

paired .to the. United States Consul, and so wrought 
upon his national feelings as to induce Colonel Fisher 
to take up his case with the utmost warmth and zeal. 
The Colonel took it sll upon himself—he made himself 
not only sponsor for his profege, but both plaintiff and advo- 
cate, commencing an action in the British Consular Court in 
propria persone for defamation and false imprisonment, laying 
the damages at five hundred dollars. The British Cousul 
suggested that, as Mr. McKechnie had made a mistake in ap- 
Plying {to the |Municipal police, and had subsequently com- 
menced proceedings against Glackmeyer in the United States 
Consular Court, it would be better to wait until the issue had 
been there decided, because on the guilt or innocence of 
Gustave would the measures of damages depend. This sugges- 
tion Colonel Fisher strongly objected to—he said that he had 
laid his plaint first by one hour and a half, and that therefore 
his case should be tried first. The British Consul waived 
the point and tried the case. Mr. McKechnie distinctly 
Proved numerous cases of embezzlement against Gustave, and 
declared that he applied to the Municipal police entirely 
, | throug ignoranée, The Consul consequently dismissed the 
case, and ordered the ‘plaintiff to’ pay the costs, This most 
"| righteous decision greatly disturbed the equanimity of the 
colonel, who, game to the last, instituted an appeal to Sir 
Edmund Hornby on behalf of his clieat. What has become of 
the case in the U.S. Consulate against Gustave does not 
Sppear, but of course, in the frame of mind in which Colonel 
Fisher has {worked himself into on the subject, it would be 
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mere folly to§fproceed. Gustave, finding himself under such 
potent protection, took a strange mode to vindicate his charac- 
ter. The Japan Times had given him deep offence by reporting 
the above case, and that journal was selected for his vengeance. 
On Monday afternoon, at about three o'clock, as Mr. Rickerby 
was passing through tho street at the back of the club, towards 
his office, he was overtaken by an individual who immediately 
attacked him from behind, striking him a heavy blow across 
the car and side of the face with a stiff riding whip. On turn- 
ing round to sce the source of attack, he was met by another 
cut across the eyes, and would have been most seriously injured 
but for the yielding of his spectacles, which, however, cut the 
bridge of his nose severely. Mr. Rickerby bad only a small 
umbrella in his hand, with which, being an excellent master 
of fence, he warded off many more blows that were aimed at 
him. He was taken entirely by surprise, but had ‘the good 
sense, when once he found he could defond himself, not to 
return the blows of his assailant. It turned out that the attack 
was made by Mr. Glackmeyer, whose indignation at being men- 
tioned unfavourably in the columns of the Japan Times thus 
found vent. A plaint has, of course, been laid before the Ame- 
rican Consul, but—why we cannot possibly imaginc—this 
young ruffian is still permitted to be at large without bail, 
until the trial, which kas been fixed for a day, five days after 
the offence was committed. This presents a sad reflection on 
US. Consular justice. It is explosive and dangerous, for 
once ruffle its nationality and it becomes like a porcupine or a 
hedge-hog. 


CHINA. 
PEKING. 

By the present mail we bave some particulars of Sir Rutber- 
ford Alcock’s arrival at the capital. Ou the arrival of H.MS. 
Barrossa at the mouth of the Peiho, his Excellency and suite 
were transferred outside the bar to H.M. despatch steamer 
Manila, and encountered some adventures on their way to 
Tientsin which could have afforded anything but pleasure. In 
the first place, the boat in which the treasure for the Legation 
was being transhipped, capsized alongside the Burrossa, and the 
whole, amounting to some $19,000, was lost. In the next 
place, the Manila, on her passaye up the Peiho, grounded on a 
mud bank about 18 miles from Tientsin, and stuck hard and 
fast. The gunboat Murdy was fortunately in attendance, and 
took Sir Rutherford and suite on to Tientsin. 

Both the pro-forcign and anti-foreign parties appear to be 
represented in the Pcking Cabinet, the latter being led by 
Tseng-kwo-fan, who was appointed to the command of San- 
ko-lin-sin’s army on the death of that general. Tseng is said 
to be showing his anti-foreign teeth pretty plainly, He is 
determiucd to sever all celestial connexions with foreigners, 
and to be entircly independent of them. At his instance it 
has been decided to do away with the foreign clemcut in the 
maritime customs at the end of the current Chinese year. 

HANKOW, 

A correspondent informs us that on the night of the 15th 
November a severe gale occurred at that port which did con- 
siderable damage. On the night of the 18th, Stevens, one of 
the men implicated in the murder of Macdonald, escaped from 
prison, and had not been heard of upto the 19th. A reward 
of 100 tls, was offered for his apprehension, 

The First Annual Keport of the Haukow Medical Mission 
Hospital, under the charge of Mr. F. Porter Smith, M.B., has been 
issued. The society under which Dr. Smith works is the Wes- 
leyan Mission, and the hospital has now been open for about 
eighteen months. The report gives the result of one year’s 
practice amongst the natives, viz, from July 1st 1864 to 
Juve 30th 1865. The number attended amounted to 11,764, 
of whom 16,032 were male out-patients, 2,700 female out 
patients, 30 male in-patients, and 2 female in-patients, besides 
a large number of children. The hospital is open on three 
days in cach week, and therefore on each day there must have 
been an average attendance of at least one hundred and 
twenty. Every grade of Chinese socicty has becn represented 
amougst the patients, even the Hsiaotai of the province having 
requested Dr. Smith’s aid on behalf of his daughter. 

SHANGHAI, 

From this port we have advices to the 25th November. We 
find the following items of news in tho Overland Merald and 
the Commercial Lecord :— 

“Mr. Grant's Trans-Mongolian Telegraph schemo was said to 
‘be 80 far advanced as to give reason to believe that telegrams 
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would be received by the first steamer from Tientsin after the 
breaking up of the ice: Mr. Grant left per Corea, steamer, for 
Taku, whence ho will proceed to Kiatcha, with the purpose of 
forming the line of couriers between that place and Tientsin. 

‘Two significant despatches had been addressed to the foreign 
Consuls by the Chinese authorities, The first was from Ying 
Taotai, requesting that for the future all criminals who under 
the present system are sentenced by the Mixed Court to work 
in tho chain-gang, be sent into the city for punishment in 
accordance with Chinese custom, We are glad to find that the 
foreign authorities held out, and insisted on continuing a mode 
of punishment which, from the disgust wherewith the natives 
regard it, will in all probability prove more effective in 
diminishing crime in the settlement. The other dis- 
patch was addressed by the Hsien to the Consuls, 
under orders from Governor-General and Feantai. It 
is to the effect that, inasmuch as the Imperial Government is 
about to construct a map of the provinces of Kiangsu, Kiangsi, 
and Anbuei, exact measurements of the foreign settlement will 
bo necessary, and the Consuls are, therefore, requested to give 
the officers appointed for the purpose every facility for the com- 
pletion of their task. Tho Consuls have, of course, complied 
with this request ; but, as the proposed map is to be drawn on 
a scalo of two inches to 50 Zi, it is difficult to imagine the use 
of accurate measurements of the English settlement which 
would not, on such a map as is proposed, take up a space of 
more than one-seventieth of a square inch. 

Li-Futai bad been appointed to take the post of com- 
mander-in-chief against the Nienfei robels in Honan, where 
they seem to have gained strength again. 

Great sensation has been caused by the sentence of im- 
prisonment and hard labour passed on Capt. Bennet of the 
Wellington, for flogging Chinese. Two petitions have been 
presented to the Chief Judge asking him to reverse the sen- 
tence. To the first a courteous but firm reply was given in 
the negative, in which his lordship explained that he would be 
exceeding his powers in reversing the sentence, and that be 
scarcely thought the request was one which should havo been 
made to him, No reply had been received to the second 
petition. 

A more serious charge had been brought against the chief 
officer of the Welinyton, resulting in an inquest being held at 
the Municipal Police Station upon the body of a Chinaman, 
whese death was alleged to have been caused by ill-treatment 
and kicking. Mr. Lewis, of the American Consulate, was in 
attendance ; and, as no evidence of violence was to be found 
upon the body, he pointed out that a post-mortem examination 
would be necessary, but the Chinese magistrate objecting to 
such a proceeding the investigation had to be abandoned. 

The Municipal Council held their monthly meeting on the 
10th November, and the report which they published was ono 
of the most valuable which has been made by that body. It 
opens several very important questions with ‘reference to the 
local government of Shanghai. Among them we have to 
notice the system of making Chincso criminals perform hard 
labour in the scttlement; a plan which will havo the double 
advantage of turning this work to some account, and will 
secure that the Chinese prisoners so employed undergo the 
sentence passed upon them, The Chinese authorities raised 
some objection to this plan; but by judicious mauagement 
this has been overruled. 

Mr, Mart, the Inspector-General of Customs, had just re- 
turned to Shanghai from Peking. A well-authenticated rumour 
was current to the effect that he had received instructions to 
withdraw all the foreign element from the Customs’ service by 
the end of the current Chinese year. 


HONG KONG. 

Tho present mail brings intelligence from Hong Kong to 
1st December. The English mail of the 10th October was 
much overdue, and its non-arrival occasioned great anxicty and 
inconvenience, ‘The French mail of 19th October was also 
quite due, as also the Calcutta tenth sale steamers. ‘The 
monsoon was very boisterous and severe. The latest postal 
dates from England were 26th September, being no less than 
sixty-five days old. 

The Overland Trade Report has the following, with regard 
to designs on Formosa said to be entertained by the Prussian 
Government :—" We are afraid that we shali startle the com- 
muuity by conveying to them the fact that we have received 
positive information to the effect that the Prussian Government 
had determined, before the breaking out of the war in the 
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Duchies, to take and occupy the island of Formosa. A certain 
frigate was deputed to land a strong party at a defined 
point of the island, and on intelligence reaching Berlin 
of the event, reinforcements would be instantly ; dis- 
patched. The pretext for this act of appropriation was an 
alleged insult offered to tho Prussian store ship Zbe, which 
vessel, in her cruise in theso waters, called at Formosa. Some 
of our readers may remember that it was the commander of 
this very vessel who behaved so discourteously to tho civil autho- 
rities both here and at Singapore. Our authority for this 
statement has no doubt that the intention of appropriating 
Formosa will still be carried out. We believe it, because we 
think the aspirations of Prussia are to make herself a maritime 
Power.” 

The following is said by tho Overland Trade Report to be an 
authentic account or the affair with pirates at Amoy. The 
Grasshopper (the only gunboat present) engagd four large well- 
armed junks for three hours and a-half. A shell from her 
gun blew up the largest, which was a fine vessel. The (rass- 
hopper then captured the other three, which with sixteen pri- 
goners were carried to Amoy. It appcars this ficct was 
manned with desperate ruffians, who had murdered several of 
their captives in cold blood, and had ripped open the bowels 
of two sons of the master of one of the junks they had taken 
shortly before their own time came, There is no doubt the 
mandarins will make short work of them. 

The criminal sessions of the Supreme Court, which lasted 
for siz days (being the first sessions after vacation), came to a 
close ow the 25th November. ‘The gaol delivery comprised 
sixty-nine persons who were tried on twenty-two indictments, 
and upon the whole (with the exception of one case) both the 
crimes and the punishments were of a mild character. The 
only European convicted was one charged with embezzlement, 
who was sentenced tonine months’ imprisonment. The most 
severe sentence was one of five years penal servitude and one 
hundred and fifty lashes each, passed upon two natives con- 
victed of piracy, and which may in itself be considered a com- 
mutation of sentence fof death, as the Chief Justice declared 
that their guilt was so evident as to preclude any hope of 
mercy; but at the eleventh hour they were saved by a legal 
juggle over the meaning of a word. 

Mr. Henry Charles Caldwell has been admitted as an attor- 
ney, solicitor, and proctor of the Supreme Court, having passed 
the necessary examination, and been presented by the Hon. the 
Acting Attorney-General. 

The detention of the last French mail steamer at Hong Kong 
arose from the inability of the coast boat to make the trip to 
Shanghai, Japan, and back between the time of the arrival and 
the fixed day for the departure of the European mails. The 
system of the Messageries Imperiales, says the Daily Press, ap- 
pears disjointed—first, one of the company’s large ships has to 
arrive at Hong Kong, then the boat to Shanghai is despatched, 
and on that boat reaching Shanghai the Japan boat is des- 
patched. Then the Shanghai boat waits until the Japan boat 
returns, when the former proceeds to Hong Kong to meet the 
same steamer with whosv mails she was despatched. The con- 
sequence is, should the large boat with the Enropean mails be 
late in arriving, the time to do all this transhipping and chang- 
ing is insufficient, and the northera mails cannot be got back in 
time. 

Piracy on the coast continues unabated ; the energy of the 
British naval officer commanding on the spot is severely taxed, 
and it is understood he has at last obtained authority to place 
more gunboats in commission. The desidcratum is to obtain 
the oo-operation of the Mandarins to eradicate the evil after it 
shall be suppressed. The singular dicta of the Supreme Court 
of the colony in piracy cases is a great stumbling-block to this 
consummation. 

Bribery and corruption on the part of the Ifong Kong police 
force had been brought to light to a ‘ast extent during the 
fortnight. 

(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

Much indignation is loudly expressed here at this moment 
in regard to late movements of the P. and O. Company’s 
steamers. The last mail was brought by the Sadsetle, and was 
fully a week overdue, the steamer having been obliged to 


make constant stoppages in consequence of the rotten state of 


her boilers. A protest was signed by her passengers, and 


published in the local papers here, and will doubtless be 


reproduced in England. It was stated at the time that the 
Salsetie was sent to China in so dangerous a condition only 


because she was coming hcre to be thoroughly repaired ; but 
even this very lame excuse has been disproved by the fact of 
her being advertised to take the out-going mail, so there may 
reasonably be doubts of this letter ever reaching you. Nor 
is this all. The mail of Oct. 10, due here on the 25th inst. 
by the time-table, and expected in, as usual, some days earlier 
than that date, has not yet arrived. It is being conveyed, we 
learn, by the Orissa, another of the many lamo ducks with 
which the P. and O. Company earn their dividends, and en- 
tirely incapable of making headway against tho monsoon at 
this season. Tho P. and O. Company, in their royal magni- 
ficence, appear to have forgotten that companies, like kings, 
are mortal, and to look with equal disdain on public complaints 
and the warnings of competition. Will not, however, the 
point one day be reached when the authority of the Post-oftice, 
long-suffering as it is, may well be escrted to compel something 
like an approach to the fulfilment of the terms of a beavily- 
paid contract % 

Apropos of steamers, the first, month of existence of the new 
Canton River Steam Company (Limited) has passed, and both 
directors aud shareholders appear to be well satisfied with the 
results of the undertaking. ‘The company has a daily steamer 
to both Canton and Macao, the only opposition being that of 
the /’lymouth Rock, the unwieldy steamer under Messrs. Russell 
and Co.'s flag, and, owing to the adroitness with which nearly 
the entire trading community was induced to invest in its shares, 
an overwhelming proportion of the traffic fulls to the share of 
the company’s boats, The permission of the Chinese autho- 
rities at Canton has just been obtained for the erection of a 
wharf for the company’s vessels in front of the Old Factory 
site, that meiancholy expanse of ruin which remains as a striking 
memento of days gone by. In my next letter I will endeavour 
to give you a picture of this desolate site of former prosperity, 
and of its younger sister, the Shameen Settlement. 

‘The last of this year’s crop of silk has now been gathered in, 
and business at Canton has almost evased. Owing to the pro- 
tracted season of dry weather, the protiaction of silk in the ad- 
jacent districts has been extended for a fortnight longer than 
usual, with a proportionate increase in the amount available for 
export. You will receive the statistical tables in the usual 
way. 

‘There is positively no local news to chronicle, Intelligence 
has just been received of the loss and foundering at sea of the 
British barque Geelong, of Singapore, bound from Swatow 
to Chefoo, the only survivors from which, a party of Lascar 
seamen, were brought into Macao the other day by some fishing 
junks. A moro disastrous season, in respect of wrecks, is 
searecly on record. 

Apropos of Macao, fresh scandals have occurre:l there with 
respect 10 the coolic kidnapping trade, and the Governor, a 
most energetic but apparently far from scrupnlous individual, 
has been brought into collision with the native clergy. In a 
previous letter I have touched upon the villany of the coolie 
traffic, as carricd on by French and Portuguese at Macao, 
whence kiduapped wretches to the number of from 10,000 to 
20,000 annually are shipped off to the guano-island, of 
Peru, or the sugar plantations of Cuba, ‘The largest proportion 
of the so-cailed emigrants aro villagers of the iutcrior who are 
lured to Macao by professional criwmps with promises of high 
wages and pleasant employment, and who, once in the clutches 
of the barracoon-keeper, are threatened, and, if need be, tor- 
| tured, until they sign the contract which cousigns them to 
“voluntary” servitude. On a recent occasion a coolie, es- 
caping from one of those barracoons, laid the history of his 
wrongs before @ priest whom he encountered, and the latter 
boldly denounced the abominable trafiic before his congre- 
gation on the following Sunday. Vor this he was called to 
account by the Governor, who, however, failed in intimidating 
the priest into retracting his denunciation. Can it be won- 
dered at that China still fears and hates the foreigners, when 
such abominations are carried on defiantly at her doors ?

, the undersigned passengers by the Peninsular and 
Oriental Company's steamer Su/sete, which left Galle on the 
26th October for Hong Kong, decta it our duty to place on 
record the strong conviction we entertain that this steaner 
was not in an efficient condition to undertake the said voyago 
with reasonable hopo of accomplishing it with safely. 
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“Tt is not our intention to enter upon the question of the 
cause of unfitness—it may, however, be well to state the very 
general impression that the disasters and the delays experienced 
may be entirely attributed to the dangerous and leaky condi- 
tion of the boilers, From Galle to Singapore with fair wind 
and favourable weather the steamer made tolerable progress ; 
and from Singapore, which was left at 7 a.m. on the 3rd 
November, to latitude 15.30 N., moderate speed. was attained. 
As soon, however, as a contrary wind was encountered, the 
speed of the steamer rapidly diminished, and dwindled down 
to about three to four knots per hour. 

“On the morning of the 10th November the engines were 
stopped, the leakage from tho boilers wasbing a quantity of coal 
into the limbers, checking the drain of water from the stoke 
hole to the engine room, and flooding the former with scalding 
water, in which no one could work. After a delay of thirteen 
hours a start was made, and the engines worked until 4 p.m. of 
tho 11th, whon a second stoppage occurred from the same cause, 
involving a delay of nearly twenty-one hours; at about 12.30 
P.M, on Sunday, the 12th, the engines were again started and 
worked until 2.15 P.M. of the 13th, when again, from the same 
cause, a third stoppage was necessary, and a further delay of 
seventeen hours experienced. The steamer, again under way, 
made between five and six knots until 1 PM. of the 15th, when 
the condition of one of the pumps required another stoppage, 
and a delay of five hours. The steamer arrived at Hong Kong 
at 4 P.M. on the 15th November. 

“ Tt will be seen from the foregoing that seven days have been 
occupied in making about 500 miles, and that the steamer has 
been in a most disgracefully helpless condition for days at a 
very dangerous season of the year, and in the teeth of the 
N.E. monsoon. 

“ Remonstrance is the more loudly called for because, not- 
withstanding tho deplorable condition of the boilers, a certifi- 
cate, dated Bombay, 5th September, 1865, and signed by J. 
Mackinlay, hangs at the companion, and states the engines and 
boilers to be in good order, and all equipments sufficient for 
six months ending 11th March, 1865. 

“ Of the undersigned those marked thus * were passengers on 
board the Rangoon from Suez to Bombay, and would also here 
record their conviction that that steamer was in a most dan- 
gerous condition, aud that the safety of their arrival was owing 
entirely to the fine weather experienced throughout that 
voyage. In conclusion we wish to express our strong sympathy 
with the captain, officers, and others engaged in the manage- 
ment of the steamer under the trying and annoying situation 
in which they were placed by the unfit condition of the vessel.” 





MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE. 

The Overland Straits Times of the 9th December contains 
the following items :— 

We hear from Galle what we trust will prove to be true, 
namely, that newarrangements areabout to be maderegarding the 
P. and O. Company's steamers on the China route from the 
beginning of 1866; it is said the China steamer will proceed 
to Suez, after receiving the Calcutta passengers and cargo on 
board, and the steamer from Calcutta proceeds, we suppose, to 
Bombay. The advantage is doubtless in the saving of time 
required to tranship the large cargoes of silk from the China 
boats to the Calcutta steamers at present. The largest steam- 
ers will of course now be placed on the Suez, Galle and China 
line, a much smaller class meeting the requirements of the 
Calcutta and Bombay line. 

We have been given to understand that Mr. Tan Seng Poh, 
tho opium farmer, has succeeded in raising a sum of $500 from 
his fellow-countrymen, which will bo added to the $500 given 
by Mr. W. W. Shaw a year or two ago for the foundation of a 
Chinese scholarship, to be competed for yearly by the European 
and Eurasian scholars of the Rafiles Institution.

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 


CHINA EXPORTS. 

Tza.—A good business has again been transacted during the fortnight, 
at fully previous rates for Black and at an advance for Green. Stocks 

I hold out at all the ports of export, though at Canton and Hankow 
they do appear to be getting low. The total export to Great Britain will 

bably be a little smaller this season than it was last, but to the United 

it will be far larger, and there can be small doubt that the profits 

derived this seaton by the teamen will induce a lange culture and manipu- 
lation for the ensuing season. 

Canton.—Our market bas continued quiet throughout the fortnight, 
and but few transactions have taken place. No inquiry seems to have 
been made for the remaining Country Congous (2 chops common 
Oonabm), for which the teamen are asking extreme prices. Country 
Greens: 850 half-chests have been settled at 2 taels advance on last 

rices, which nominally closes the season. Canton Greens: Some 4,000 
xes have found buyers; they consist principally of very common 
description, and are bought for the English market. Canton-made Teas: 
A very limited quantity of Scented Teas have been settled at fully 
previous prices, and the quality is deteriorating from the want of sufficient 
scent. 1,000 boxes Congou were taken at 26 to 72 tacls. Sales, prices, 
and stocks we quote as follows :— Scented Orange Pekoe, 5,000 boxes, 18 
to 37 teels ; Scented Caper, 6,500 do., 17 to31; Canton packed Congou, 
1,000 do. , 26 to 27 ; Gunpowder (Canton), 4,000 do., 11;to 28 ; Pouchong, 
2,500}-chest, 21 to 23; Country Greens, 850 do. The stock consists of 
2 chops Country Congon, 1,000 half-chests old Oolongs, and a quantity 
of Canton Teas in various stages of preparation. 

Fooctow—Congou: We have to report imated market since the 
departure of the last mail; large scttlements having been made for both 
Frogland and tho colonies, Prices are about on a par with last quotations, 
























except for the better flavoury kinds, which are half a tael worse value. 
Comparing rates at present ruling with those'of last season at same date, we 
quote :—Last year, with exchange at 4s. 104., and freight £3, tls. 17.5 to 
18.5=1s. 34d. to Is. 44d. per pound; and the same qualities as this, with 
exchange at 4s. 74d.,and freight £2 10s, tls. 22 to 23=1s. 53d. to 1s. 
6jd. per pound. The quantity to arrive is now estimated at 30,000 chests, 
which will make our total receipts 67,000 chests in excess of 1864-65. 
The market closes firm with an upward tendency. Flowery Pekoes: Have 
been taken for England at very irregular rates, 2 tls. more being paid, 
some instances, than was asked two weeks ago. Oolong: Our stock now 
consists of very undesirable qualities, for which extravagant prices are 
asked. Scented: Large ‘purchases have been made at advanced rates. 
Settlements reported are—Congou : $2,450 chests, 29,380 half-chests, and 
2,702 boxes, at tls.,7 to 14 for dust and broken leaf, 14 to 17} tls. for 
‘common to good common, and 18 to 26 tls. for flavoury to good flavoury. 
Souchong: Fair, 239 chests at tls. 20 to 23. Pekoe: Fair mixed leaf, 
405 chests at tls. 23 to 28. Common to fine even leaf, 607 cheats at tls. 
at 19.5 to 37. Oolong: Inferior to common cargo, 2,770 half-chests at 
tle. 11 to 18. Fair cargo to fine, 10,234 half-chests at tls. 20.5 to 29. 
Scented: Dust and dusty leaf, 2,360 boxes at tls. 6 to 16. Common to 
medium, 11,140 boxes at tls. 18 to 27.5. 

SuaNncuat,—The market for Congous has continued firm, and a good 
business has been done at a further advance of one tael per picul. The 
demand has been chiefly for medium grades, of which but few now 
remain in stock, the bulk being inferior and common Oonams. Arrivals 
during the fortnight have been larger than was expected, but future sup- 
plies will only come in small quantities to the end of the season. Settle- 
ments amount to 13,800 chests at 19} to 25tls. for common to good 
Oonams, and 26 to 31 tls. or fair to good Oopacks and Ningchow kinds. 
Re-shipments have been 2,200 chests, and the stock comprises about 50 
chops or 17,800 chests. Total shipments from Ist June to date (inclu- 
Hankow re-shipments)—234,100 chests, against 330,200 chests at the 
same date last year. ‘This deficiency is partly due to the increase in the 
direct export from Hankow as compared with last year. Quotations :— 
Hohow, common to good, 18 to 22 tls per Oonam, common to fair, 19 
to 24; Oonam, good, 26 to 27; Ningchow, fair to good, 26 to 30; Oopack, 
fair to good, 26 to 30.—Green teas have been in brisk demand for 
‘America, and prices have advanced fully two taels on our last quotations 
for Fychow and Moyunes, and one tael for Pingsueys. Arrivals of good 
and fine teas have been limited, and our stock consists chiefly of common 
qualities, Several chops of Moyunes have found buyers as high as 46 tls. 
proportion, Settlements have been 44 chops, or 24,600 half-chesta Fy- 
chow and Moyune at tls. 27 to 46, and 5 chops, or 3,300 half.chests 
Pingsueys at ils. 33 to 36 proportion. Re-shipments have been 11,800 
half-chests, and the stock is estimated at 16,000 half-chests Fychow and 
Moyunes, 5,900 half-chests Pingsuey, and 5,200 half-chests local packed 
Fychows. Total shipments from Ist June to date—124,400 half-chests, 
against 117,700 half-chests at same date last year. 

Hanxow.—Our latest date is the 18th instant. Nearly all the teas 
brought to market had been readily taken, and priecs remained very firm. 
The total settlements reached 12,200 chests, and only 3,000 chests re- 
mained on offer. Arrivals had begun to be scanty, the season quickly 
drawing to close. Quotations were—Oopacks and Oonams, common to 
fair, 15 to 21 tls. Total shipments to date :—654 chops or 316,200 chests 
‘or 31,839,000 Ibs., against 680 chops or 342,200 chests or 34,637,900 Ibs. 
to same date last year. 

Kivxuanc.— We have advices from this port to the 20th inst. Black 
Teas: Only one chop had arrived during the fortnight, which, with the 
2,000 packages previously on offer, bad been taken at the quotations be- 
low, and the market was left quite bare. Quotations were: Ningchows, 
common to fa 16 to 19} taels; Hohows, common, U4 taels, Total 
shipments to date, 108,600 chests, or 8,447,600 Ibs., against 112,600 
chests, or 9,182,700 Ibs. to same date last year. Green Teas: The 
arrivals for the fortnight with the previous stock amounted to 
14,000 packages, of which nearly the whole had been taken 
at prices showing in some cases an advance of four taels within 
the ‘month. A large quantity of fine teas was close at hand, but 
the supply of that class for the season would be certainly below that of 
last year. Only 1,200 packages were left on the market. Quotations 
were—Fychows and Moyunes, common to fair, tl. 26 to 32. Fine to 
finest, tls, 33 to 39. Total shipment to date.—45,200 half-chests or 
2,715,600 Ibs., against 19,000 half-chests or 1,182,600 Ibs. at same date 
last year. 

‘OKOHAMA.— During the first fortnight of the past month a deficiency 
of supply coupled with numerous and anxious buyers, caused a rapid rise 
in nearly all descriptions, since then reccipts have been more plentiful, but 
still far short of the wants of purchasers who have eagerly bought up 
almost every class on offer, and the finer grades show an advance of $3 to 
$4 per picul. Settlements, irrespective of several reported contracts for 
‘America, are estimated at about 7,100 piculs. Unsold stock, composed 
almost entirely of the lower kinds, about 500 piculs. 

Raw SILK.—The French mail, despatched on the 28th ult., took 632 
bales silk and 58 cases silkworms' eggs. ‘The Salsctte, despatched here- 
with, takes 692 bales and 100 cases silk to Southampton, 105 bales do. to 
Marseilles, 300 cases do. to Bombay, and about 80 cases silkworms’ eggs 
to Suez. 

Canton.—Has been steadily inquired for throughout the fortnight, and 
prices for the finer sorts have been again advanced $10 to 15, the tran 
sactions having exceeded 500 piculs. ‘I'he scason is now getting to an end, 
and asthe native manufacturers are coming in the market, very little more 
good silk will come forward. Our export to date for England has been 
about 4,000 bales, against 414 bales to December last year. . 

SHANGHAL—The slight fall quoted in our last has been recovered in 
the better classes, and good Tsatlees and Taysaams are a little higher than 
a month ago. The settlements, in all 900 bales, have about kept pace 
with the arrivals, and the stock remains at about 2,500 bales, and is com- * 
posed chiefly of medium and inferior Tsatlees. About 200 bales of 
‘Szechuen silk have come forward from Hankow and been placed at our 
quotations. The French and English mail steamers from Japan bring @ 
total of 628 bales silk and 500 boxes silkworms’ eggs, About 1,000 
bales had been settled at full prices, and best Mybashf closed st $810, 
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Only 800 bales remained in stock, and the total crop would probably not 
exceed 12,000 bales. The Dupleix takes 951 bales, andthe Aden 489 
bales of silk to Europe, The current quotations are :—Tsatlees: Chops 
No. 615 to 620 tls. ; do. 2, 595 to 600 tls, Taysaams: Chops No. 1, 
590 to 540 tls. ; do. 2, 500 to 510 tls. 

Yoxonama.—There was no activity of demand or change of prices 
for this staple in the early part of the month, but the European advices 
received on the 28rd ultimo, produced more inquiry especially for the 
finest grades of Hank silk, ‘and owing to their great scarcity prices have 
been daily advancing, closing from $40 to $60 above last rates. The 
settlements for the month do not exceed 900 bales, and have no doubt 
been much curtailed by the large proportion rejected on inspection, in 
consequence of the great mixture ia each bundle in colour, quality, and 
size. Arrivals from the interior continue on a fair scale, but with the 
exception of a few small parcels of Coshio, Ida and Sodi. consist entirely 
of medium grades of Dyepots. Unsold stock about 500 piculs. This 
steamer has engaged 863 bales and the English mail 80 bales. In 
silkworms’ eggs little or nothing doing, the season for shipping hare all 
but closed. Quotations are :—Ida, medium, 830 to 850; Mybash, best, 
860 to 880; medium, 830 to 850. 

Daves, &¢.—Canton.—Cassia Lignea: $18 to 18.20, at which rates 
the remaining stock of 1,500 piculs has been taken. Cassia Buca : $49 to 
50, sales 15 piculs, stock 20 piculs, which may be soon augmented, the 
new crop being favourably reported on. China Galls quite out of {stock, 
and quoted nominally $154 to 16. Galangal remains entirely neglected 
at €2f0 2.40, Rhubarb: The market remains without supplies. Vermilion : 
$38} to 394 per box of 50 catties. 

Cametor.—Honc Koxc.—800 piculs Formosa has been sold during 
the fortnight at ¢24 per picul unpacked, leaving but a sinull stock on 
hand ; quotations are $24 unpacked, and $25 packed. 


CHINA IMPORTS. 

‘The tenor of the advices from the North is very satisfactory. ‘The 
Hong Kong market has been slightly depressed. ‘The native cotton 'erop 
having failed, and the price of the staple having advanced in consequence, 
the standard of rates current for cotton goods is likely to be maintained. 
Stocks of woollens are rather low, and metals fully support last quotations, 

Hone Konc.—The imports of cotton goods have been pretty large, 
and consisting as they did principally of goods sold to arrive at rates much 
below those now current, they have been placed on the market too freel 
and prices have consequently declined. Yarn is in very small stock, any 
low numbers are wanted. Grey Shirtings : The cause above-named has 
operated principally on these goods, and a decline has taken place. White 
Shirtiags : The higher reeds have advanced 0 cents. T-Cloths: The 
stock is too low to admit of quotations, Ot Fancy tioods, Velvets, 
Brocades and Red Turkey Shirtings are saleable, whilst Damasks and 
Brocades are scarce and wanted, Woollens : Loug Ells are very searce 
and are much wanted, Spanish Stripes are in reduced stock and (end up. 
Camlets: The demand is confined to fine qualities and is slack. Lastings 
are in steady though moderate demand, and fully maintain late quotations. 
Metals.—Iron; Hoop saleable. Nail rod, no sales, Lead is held for an 
advance. Tin Plates are saleable in moderate quantity. Quicksilver 
tends up. 

Cantoy.—A very small amount of business has been done in cotton 
and woollen goods during the fortnight, and for the first prices remain 
nearly the same as those last quoted. Yarns are quoted 47, Grey and 
White Shirtings, 20 cents and 10 cents higher. In metals, also, only mode- 
rate transactions have taken place, holders expecting a further advance in 
lead and quicksilver, which have risen since our last. The following are the 
sales of the fortnight. Metals, nail rod iron, 840 piculs at 43 to $3.35, 
per picul. Lead, W. B., 700 5.99 10 $7.10 per picul, 
common, 300 piculs at $6.53 to 46.60 per picul. Stock 7,000 piculs. 
Quicksilver, 300 flasks at 469 to $70 per picul. Stock 400 flasks. 

Suancuat.—Daring the past fortniyht there has been an active demand 
for piece goods. The stocks of all kinds upon the market are much re- 
duced, and the bulk of the sales effected have been for arrival ; G4 catty 
Shirtings have steadily advanced from 3.6.5 to 4.0.5 ts. on the spot, and 
from 3.5 to 3.9 tls. for arrival. ‘T-Cloths have been much inquired for, 
but there are scarcely any in stock. ‘There has been some inquiry for 
Woollens for Japan. Metals: Lead has been largely purchased on Eng- 
lish speculative account, and the price has been forced up to4.7 to 5.2.5 tls. 
Stocks are very heavy, and as yet there is no inquiry for consumption. 
Iron, Nail Rod, tls.; square and round bars, 2.3 to 2.4 tis. 

Yoxowama.—Demand has continued moderately active throughout the 
month, and transactions in Camlets to a fair extent have taken place ; for 
the moment however there is less inquiry for Woollen Goods, native 
dealers apparently holding off until former purchases are cleared, in which 
they seem to experience great difficulty ; still holders are firm, and the 
tone of the market may be considered healthy and a return of animation 
fairly expected when presentjsales have been taken. Delivery of Cotton 
Goods continues in active request, and a large business has been done in 
Grey Shirtings at the reduction quoted. Velvets more inquired for and 
fairly saleable at quotations, Yarns still in favour and readily placed at

subject of marked attention. After taking lunch at the residence of the 
senior partner, Mr. F. A. Ransome, the party were conducted to the Patent 
Stone Works, where they were much astorished to see sand transformed 
iato hard stone in a few minutes, by Mr. Frederick Ransowe’s ingenious 
process. They expressed themselves as highly satistied with all they saw 
in Ipswich.

‘The moral hz secks 
to draw from an increasing annual rate of loss is that insurance multiplies 
losses ; that it always has been so, and always will be so, but the conclusion 
is plainly vitiated by the admitted statement that the proportion of total to 
partial Tosses is tolerably uniform, thus showing that the additional per- 
centage of loss noticed is due more than anything else to the augmented 
value of general cargoes.

A letter from Berlin in the Hamburg Correspondent gives an 
account of some presents recently arrived in that city from the 
‘Tycoon of Japan to the Kingof Prussia, ‘They consist of arms, 
lackcred wares, porcelain, and objects of art. “Some correspon- 
dence on the subject preceded the presents, and was conducted 
by Herr vou Brandt, olliciating as Prussian Consul-General at 
Kavagawa, the chief emporiuta of the Prussian trade, A letter 
had been received by the Prussian representative from the 
three Ministers fur the Foreign Departmeut, informing him that 
the Tycoon having been greatly pleased by the favourable 
reception of his last Embassy from the Court and the! inbabi- 
tants of Berlin, had resolved to give the King of Prussia a proof 
of his amicable feelings and gratitude, and had therefore sent 
him the above meutioned presents, which are particularised as 
consisting of five Japauese swords, forty-five rolls of velvet, a 
quantity of silk and gauze manufactures, two lackered cabiuets, 
a lackered writing table aud a swiuller one, two red flower pots, 
fan exagonal procelain vase, sundry tablo ornaments, a ball of 
crystal and two statuettes,—all of native Japanese origin and 
manufacture.

CHINA AND JAPAN. 

IumepiaTey after the departure of the mails of the 26th of 
December a telegram was received from Shanghai, dated 25th 
November, stating that tho Mixapo had rofused to open the 
ports; the Foreign Ministers had referred the question to their 
respective Governments, and the fleets had returned to Yoko- 
hama. From this we were naturally led to infer that the ex- 
pedition so suddenly resolved on had resulted in a complete 
failure, and that fresh complications, of a most undesirable nature, 
would be the consequence. On the 5th inst., however, advices 
were received from Shanghai, dated 5th December, announcing 
that the Mixapo had since consented to ratify the treaties, and 
that the ports were to be opened on the Ist of January. So 
contradictory are these telegrams that we feel some reluctance 
in commenting upon them ; it is to be hoped, however, that 
the last-quoted message may convey the truth, and that the 
commencement of 1866 may inaugurate, with the opening of 
Osaka, a new era in our relations with Japan. It will be observed 
that in each telegram the word “ ports” is used, as if more 
than one were indicated; but we believe Osaka is the only 
one likely to be opened on the Ist of January, unless Sir 
Hagry Parxes exercises great promptitude in selecting one 
to take the place of Ne-e-gata. . 

From Peking we hear that Sir RorHerForD Atcock had ar- 
rived at a critical period, as the anti-foreign party were making 
a strong effort to regain the ascendency and carry out an ex- 
clusive policy. We have already taken occasion to remark on 
the extraordinary lull which there has been in the affairs of the 
Legation, and this news tends to coufirm our impression that 
this long quietude on the part of Mr. Wane has boded no good. 
Sir Rurgerrorp will have a good deal of lost ground to recover, 
but we trust in his ultimate success. 

Tae sudden dismissal of Mr. Hart, the Inspector-General of 
Customs, without any osteusible cause, is an instance of the 
caprice of a despotic government which we are quite at a loss 
to account for, especially after the evidence of the favor in 
which he was held given in Dr. Rennie’s valuable records of 
“ Peking and the Pekingese.” We look upon this act as a very 
distinct augury of evil for our future relations, 











THE MORTALITY OF TROOPS IN HONG KONG. 

‘Tue serious sickness and mortality prevailing amongst our 
troops at Hong Kong having been occupying so large a share 
of public attention for the last few weeks, we may be expected 
to say something on the subject, As Hong Kong is a station 
wherein uo security can be placed on health or life from one 
year to another, notwithstanding that Intely the place has 
been earning for itself a somewhat better reputation than 
it formerly had, we are not inclined to condemn the military 
guthorities so conclusively as some of onr contemporaries have 
done, as the parties chiefly responsible for the more than 
decimation which bas happened to the unfortunate 11th 
Regiment. That better grrangements might have been made 
for the reception of this corps on its arrival from the Cape 
there would seem to be no doubt, but from collateral facts 
which come to our Lagwledze it appears that tho eeason was 





Kong as one of our most deadly stations. Though we there- 
fore do not endeavour solely to identify with mismanagement 
the nigh extermination, as far as efficiency is concerned, of 
the 11th Regiment, we feel that it is impossible to relieve the 
military authorities altogether from blame ; there having been 
manifestly inadequate accommodation provided for the 
regiment, and what is even more serious, inadequate 
medical attendance available in the command,—the number 
of army surgeons present apparently being much below 
that required to meet the contingencies of such an uncertain 
climate. From the Overland China Mail of the 15th Novem- 
ber we learn that, on the lst of that mouth, General Guy in- 
spected the 11th Regiment at Hong Kong. It was represented 
by one hundred and tioo men,some of them so weak as not to 
be able to appear with their arms, these men being the effective 
representatives of upwards of 700 men who landed in the 
island six months previously. With reference to the General 
and the principal medical officer, tho same paper states :— 
“ All we can safely say is that the commandant’s power here 
“(Hong Kong) has been extremely limited by the General 
“ (Gor), while the latter, instead of being here looking after the 
“health of the troops, has been in Yokohama, enjoying an ex- 
“cellent climate, with the additional advantage of the itzeboo 
“exchange, which rumour states has put at least a thousdnd 
pounds sterling into his pocket. Again, the principal medical 
« officer, Mr, Dick, bas been absonting himself to Japan, aud 
“ doubtless sharing in the luxurics and profits of that noted 
“ sanitarium, while, at the same time, the medical services re- 
“quired by the Hong Kong garrison could not be discharged, 
“ith any approach to efficiency, without necessitating the 
“assistance of three surgeons from the Navy.” In our opinion a 
very serious question is here involved, and one that demands 
close investigation, and the adoption of such means as will 
protect the public service in China from being made sub- 
servient to private interests. There is no evading the fact thus 
referred to in the Overland China Mail, that when the heads 
of the military and medical services at Hong Kong are 
absent on duty in Japan, however nominal it may be, they do, 
while thus residing in the latter country, enjoy pecuniary 
advantages so great as to be a powerful inducement to them 
to prolong their residence beyond the limits of necessity. 
‘That our readers may understand this question of itzeboo 
exchango we will shortly stato that tho itzcboo is the current 
silver coin of the Japanese as the dollar is that of the foreign 
mercantile community, as well as being also the coin in 
which our naval and military services are paid in China and 
Japan. Originally three itzeboos were the equivalent of one 
dollar; a compulsory rate of exchange fixed by the treaty of 
1858, and which ceased in 1860. From the latter date the 
value of the dollar has been governed by the rates of exchange 
of the day; its average value since not having exceeded 
two-and-a-half itzeboos. Though the mercantile community 
thus ceased to enjoy the advantage of getting three 
itzeboos per dollar, special arrangement was made 
by the foreign Ministers and Consuls, namely, that 
each Legation should receive 15,000 itzcboos monthly, 
and each Consulate 3,000 itzeboos monthly, in exchange for 
5,000 and 1,000 dollars respectively. This highly lucrative 
diplomatic arrangement has been in force ever since, and, we 
need not add, carefully taken advantage of. In addition to this, 
a further arrangement has been made that every naval or mili- 
tary officer the Treaty Powers have employed in Japan, at the 
open ports, shall be allowed to exchange three dollars per diem, at 
the rate of three itzeboos per dollar, and every soldier or sailor 
one dollar at the same rate of itzcboos, the higher officers, such 
as admirals, &c., being allowed to exchange a much larger 
number thaa the other officers.) This arrangement leads to 
large sums of money being made by exchanging dollars at this 
fixed rate, and immediately afterwards buying dollars back 
at the ordinary market rate of the day, which, as already 
stated, is much under that of three itzeboos per dollar. Now 
we decidedly question the policy of imposing this tax on the 
Japanese Government, and areof opinion that thetime hasarrived 
for the/Government taking action in this matter, and directing 
that the same rule shall regulate the exchange of dollars into itze- 
boos as is now in force for the foreign mercantile community 
generally in Japan. The existence of this exchange privilege 
hase tendency to operate very injuriously on the fair distribu. 
ion of our naval forces in China, and it neod not bo a matter of

THE CHINA CHALLENGE CUP. 

Ir will be remembered that the selection of a design for this 
500.guinea cup was deferred until the arrival of some drawings 
sent for by Major Bring from Hong Kong, as it was thought 
desirable to give the preference to a purely Chinese design, 
should one be found worthy of adoption. Four drawings have 
lately been received, prepared by various Chinese silversmiths 
of Hong Kong, all of them highly characteristic in treatment, 
and one of these has been finally selected by the Committee. 
The vase is cup-shaped, supported by three dragons intertwined, 
on a pedestal of suitable form. Two dragons form the handles, 
and another, couckant, surmounts the cover. The body of the 
cup is divided into panels, each filled with scenes of Chinese 
life, and the general effect is bold and striking. 

This design, wo believe, was originally intended to be used 
for the cup which is to be presented by the Hong Kong Volun- 
teers to Major Brine as a testimonial, in recognition of his 
valuable services in organising and commanding that corps. 
The Hong Kong community is, however, not the only one so 
indebted to Major Brinr, as he also organised the volunteer 
corps at Hankow, Canton, and Yokohama. 





COMMUNICATION WITH CHINA V/A SIBERIA. 

‘The following official notico with respect to increased facili- 
ties of overland postal and parcels communication with China 
has just been published by the Russian Post-office. It will be 
seen that the cost of conveying letters and parcels by this route 
is much heavier than by the P. and O. mail steamers, while 
there is no saving of time to compensate for it, as the transit 
from St. Petersburg to Kiakhta alone takes five weeks :— 

“In consequence of information received from the Governor-General 
of Eastern Siberia, the postal department has to inform the public that 

tal communication was opened on the Sth of last October between 

‘iakhta and Tientsin by way of Ourga, Kalgane, and Peking. Single 
letters, or lettera containing enclosures of money or documents, as also 
parcels and telegraphic despatches, are forwarded four times a month both 
‘ways at the undermentioned dates :— 

“To the direction of Kiakhta to Peking.—From Kiakhta, the 5th, 12th, 
19th, 26th; from Ourga, the 7th, 14th, Qlst, 28th; from Kalgane, the 
16th, 23rd, 30th, 7th ; from Peking, the 18th, 25th, 2ad, 9th. In the di- 
rection of Peking to Kiakhta—From Peking, the 4th, 11th, 20th, 27th; 
from Kalgane, the 6th, 13th, 22nd, 29th; from Ourga, the 15th, 220d, 
Ist, 8th; from Kiakhta, the 17th, 24th, Srd, 10th. 

“The charge upon correspondence for Chi 
‘The charge from the point of departure in the interior of the empire to 
the frontier post-office at Kiakhta is the rate fixed by the postal tariff for 
the interior. B. The charges between Kiakhta, Ourga, Kalgane, Peking, 
and Tientsin are :— 

“«(a.) Single rate.—1. For every single letter with documents, credit 
or bank-notes, small objects in silver or gold, and for telegraphic de- 
spatehes, per loth (half-ounce).

From Kiakhta to Tientsin, Peking, and Kalgane, and rice rersa, 40 co- 
preke for single parcels, and 65 copecks if they contain documents; from 

hia to Ourga and vice rersa, for single parcels, 15 copecks, with do- 
uments, 25 copecks; from Ourga to Tientsin, Peking and Kalgane, and 
vice versa, for single parcels, 25 copecks, with documents, 40 copecks ; 
from Tientsin to Peking and Kalgane, and vice versa, for single parcels, 
15 copecks, with documents, 25 copecks. 

“3. Parcels containing objects of value, if weighing under a pound, 
will be charged letter rate upon every loth (half-ounce); if weighing ex- 
actly a pound, or over, will pay per pound parcel rate. Coin and gold- 
smiths’ work can only be forwarded by the Mongol post in parcels not 
exceeding l0lb. weight, package included. Parcels containing coin or 
goldsmiths’ work should be packed in the most substantial manner. 

*(8.) Charges upon unpaid parcels are reckoned in the samme proportion 
a8 for their transmission from the point of departure in the interior of the 
empire to the frontier post-office at Kiakhia,

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ADDRESS AND TESTIMONIAL TO JOHN SMALE, ESQ, 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL OF HONG KONG. 

On the return of Mr. Smale from Hong Kong to England the 
Parsees and Mahomedans of Hong Kong drew up and signed 
an address to him, of which the following is a copy :— 

“The Honourable John Smale, Attorney-General of Hong Kong. 
Sir,— We, the undersigned, constituting and representing the Parsee and 
‘Coja community of this colony, moved by the respect and esteem which 
we have ever entertained for you during your residence amongst us, desire 
to place on record our appreciation of your private worth and of your 
public character. Believe us, Sir, knowing as we do that flat- 
tery ill suits our present purpose, and that undue adulation would 
be distasteful to you, we seek to clothe our sentiments in language 
expressive of our thoughts, and to avoid giving vent to our feelings in 
those stereotyped panegyrics which are but too often resorted to on occa- 
sions like that which now prompts us to address you. As for the zeal and 
ability which marked the performance of your public functions, it may not 


be within our province to speak. We cannot, however, refrain from bear- 
ing testimony to the approval of the public in your unceasing devotion to 
their welfare in this respect. But with regard to the perfect harmony which 
has prevailed in your department, the dignity and’decorum which have ever 
marked your proceedings, the respectand deference which were socheerfully 
accorded to you, wefeel more competent to speak ; and we find great pleasure 
in being able to compliment you on the tact, ability, and suaviter in modo 
which have enabled you to perform your functions effectively, satisfactorily, 
and scrupulously. Even this consideration, however, is not that which 
induces us now to address you. In your private capacity we have found 
#0 much to admire that we shall ever think upon it with gratitude and 
reverence. Your urbanity and untiring patience, your excellent and 
matured judgment, your disinterested and sound advice, your repugnance 
to litigation, and your reliable legal acumen, combine to make us feel 
your loss as irreparable, and to merit at our hands some tangible token of 
our esteem. We desire to have these sentiments perpetuated and certified 
by the special gift of « silver dinner set, the cost of which hes been raised 
by voluntary subscription, and which token will be presented to you by 
Messrs. Mody and Co. in London. It were waste of words to add that 
we.wish you health, happiness, and long life, bat in conformity to the 
usages of society, we cannot conclude without that customary benison, 
feeling sure that it was never better merited nor more sincerely given.— 
‘We are, Sir, your faithful and sincere friends, 
(Signed by 125 Parsee and Coja Merchants.) 
“ Hong Kong, April 15, 1865.” 


This address was signed by all the Parsecs and Mahomedans 
of India resident in Hong Kong, to the number of 125 
merchants. A sum exceeding $1,500 was subscribed, and 
ailver plate in dinner and tea services were manufactured in 
Canton, in elegant designs, by Chinese workmen. The plate 
was transmitted to England (where it cost about £70 for duty), 
aud was, on Monday, the 8th inst., presented to Mr. Smale, 
with the address, bya deputation of four Parsee gentlemen. 
Mr. Smale replied as follows :— 


“ Messrs. Mody and Co. and Gentlemen,—Words fail me adequately 
to express the surprise and satisfaction with which I first heard of the 
address which you, who constitute all the Parsce and Indian Mahomedan 
firms and residents in Hong Kong, by a deputation, now present to me. 
My duties as Attorney-General at Hong Kong have (owing to the very 
special state of the colony) been onerous and delicate, but I trust that the 
public service has not suffered by reason of any want of independence, or 
of grave error on my part. It is gratifying to find that my efforts are not 
unappreciated by you. You, however, properly confine yourselves to the 
expressions of yourrecognition of my conduct in my more private capacity 
of advocate and legal adviser. I feel that, in common with the 
majority of my countrymen, I have tried to act and be in the East as 
Christian gentlemen and English lawyers act and are in England; 
and it is in the highest degree gratifying to me to find that the 
descendants of the ancient Persians and of the Mahomedans of 
India—races formerly in mutual hostility, but now, under the 
security of British law, friendly rivals in peaceful commerce—concurring 
in assuring me that, in their opinion, my efforts have not been unsuccess- 
ful. I have been legal adviser to most, opposed to some of you, and 1 
feel that your testimony to my ‘ repugnance to litigation’ is the highest 
compliment you can pay toa practising lawyer. I must state that 1 do 
not remember a case in which q advised compromise or arbitration when 
anyone of you persevered in litigation. The unbounded liberality with 
which my professional services have ever been spontaneously acknow- 
ledged was such as to add extreme surprise to the gratification with which 
Treceive your splendid gift of silver plate in dinner and tea services, costly 
specimens of Chinese workmanship, far exceeding the requirements of my 
moderate means and habits, but which I gratefully accept to become & 
memorial in my family of your munificence, and as stimulants to my 
children to an honourable career in life. Believe me that whatever my 
future lot may be, whether again to face the tropics in the East, or to re- 
tire from public life, I shall ever feel that my most useful and, conse- 
quently, happiest years have been spent in Hong Kong, and the recollec- 
tion of your unbounded confidence and kindness will be among my 
brightest memories. Permit me, gentlemen, in conclusion to say that 
hail with satisfaction the fact that many of you have sought and found 
homes and friends in England, I augur the happiest results from our 
consequent increased familiarity of intercourse, and whilst } wish you all 
reat commercial prosperity, J must add that I earnestly hopo that you 
will find the highest and most enduring satisfaction ga the result of 5 
deeper insight into our habits and institutions,” 
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An order has been received fromthe Horse Guards, directing a detoch- 
ment of the Royal Artillery to be held in readiness to proceed to China. 

The Salamis, 2, paddle despatch-vessel, Commander Suttie, fitting at 
Portsmouth for service in China and Japan, will be ready for sea about 
the middle of next month. Her crew are on leave until the 22nd inst. 

The Salamis, paddle-wheei despatch vessel, Commander F. G. Suttie, 
has been formally paid out of commission at Portsmouth, and imme- 
diately recommissioned by Commander Suttie for service in China and 
Japan. All the officers belonging to the Salamis in her late commission 
have volunteered to continue on board under their old commander, and 
Becompany him to China. ‘They will eonsequently be reappointed to 
their ship. 

It would seem that Vice- Admiral Sir James Hope would not take upon 
himself the responsibility of trying Captain Wake and the officers of Her 
Majesty's late sloop Bulldog, but has sent them home in the Galatea to be 
at the {disposal of the Lords of the Admiralty. A court-martial has, 
therefore, been ordered to assemble on board Her Majesty's ship Royal 
Adelaide at Devonport, with the Port Admiral as president ; before which 
Captain Wake will have to give an account of the proceedings which led 
to the destruction of a valuable ship, and, of what is of more conse- 
quence, much valuable life. 

His Netherlands Majesty's screw steamer De Watergens, Commander 
Exscher, of 6 guns, 115 men, and 2H0-horse power, from the Texel for the 
East Indies, has put into Falmouth owing to stress of weather, partial leak, 
and several of the crew invalided. She encountered most severe weather 
in the Channel, and hed been at sca ten days, 

Captain E, G. Horne, 25th foot, has been appointed major of brigade 
to the 2nd brigade, at Malta, in succession to Captain Swann, 22nd 
foot, who, as lately announced, has become deputy assistant quattermaster- 
general of the Cork district. Captain Horne passed out of the Staff 
College in December, 1863. 

Lieut. H. S. Stewart, 11th foot, has been gazetted nide-de-camp and 
fixe secretary to Sir R. G. MacDonnell, C.B., Governor of Hong 

‘ong. Mr. Robert J. Callander, who is senior clerk in the private office of 
the First Lord of the Admiralty, is about to proceed to Ceylon, where he 
has accepted an appointment under the Colonial Department. Colonel 
J.P. M. Browne, C.B., Royal Engineers, has been appointed assistant 
adjutant-general of Royal Engincers at the Horse Guards, in succession to 
Colonel the Hon. H. F. Keane, promoted to be deputy adjutant-general, 

‘The Whitworth and Armstrong guns used in the competitive examina- 
tion have been subjected to destructive tests at Woolwich, and have been 
cut in two. On investigation, it appears that the initial or centre tube of 
the Whitworth is destroyed; that the second coil is cracked; that the third 
coil is cracked ; and that only the outer coil is sound. ‘The inner tube of 
the Armstrong is split ; all the others are sound. 

‘The announcement made by us last week (says the Army and Nary 
Gazette of the 6th instant) of the approaching reduction of the army was 
met with something which was probably intended to be an official contra- 
diction, but which was not, in fact, a contradiction at all. Our statement 
that two companies were to be struck off each battalion of the line was 
pronounced to be exaggerated, or at least premature; while a minor or- 
gan said that it would not be possible to reduce regiments abroad, doubt- 
less forgetting that, some nine years since, four companies were struck off 
every regiment that had been in the Crimea, although very many of them 
were stillserving abroad, We need not say that, if the authorities wish 
it, there is no greater ditficulty in diminishing the numbers of a regiment 
in the colonies than in one at home. At present, however, we believe 
what is actually decided is, that each battalion in the United Kingdom is 
to be reduced from twelve to-ten companies. As cach regiment now 
abroad will undergo this reduction when it arrives in England, it follows 
that, in the course of time, every battalion in the army will be thus brought 
down by two companies. We understand that a corresponding increase 
will not be made in those going upon forcign service; so that our an- 
nouncement, after all, was not very much exagyerated or premature. 

Some months since we recommended to the Admiralty (remarks our 
professional contemporary before quoted) the good policy of agreeing to 
defer the launch of Her Majesty's iron ship-of-war, the Northumberland, 
from the end of the year that has just expired, until the spring of the one 
‘on;which we have just entered. ‘The result has justified our recommenda- 
tion, as we find that, under the immediate personal superintendence of Mr. 
Charles Lungley, the works have made such excellent progress that the 

igantic vessel will be ready for launching about the middle of March. 

Moreover she is in a more forward state now than she would have been by 
next midsummer, supposing that the intention of removing her from the 
dock in which she has been built had been carried out in December, 

Lieutenant Blane, commanding the Psyche, writes:—"You will 
greatly oblige me by inserting these few lines in your paper, and 
will tend thereby to put people oa their guard on board ships where 
saloons or cabins are fitted with ‘round bull’seye’ scuttles. Fire 
has often occurred on board ships when the origin has never been traced. 
Thereforeit is that I now address you. Yesterday afternoon, about three 
p.M., the steward detected the smell of fire, and came into the saloon first, 
ax there had been a fire in the stove ; but, finding nothing wrong with 
that, he looked round and discovered one of the curtains, that was drawn 
over a ‘ bull’s-eye’ scuttle, smouldering and all but in a blaze, from the 
rays of the sun striking through the glass. Two holes are burnt quite 
through.—I am, Sir, your obedient servant,—A. RopNey BLaNE.”

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TEA AND COFFEE. 
( Travers’ Circular.) 
TEA, 

‘The depreciation in the quality of tea imported from China is hardly to 
‘be deemed a feature peculiar tothe market of the last year. The tendency 
‘amongst the teamen in China for some years past has no doubt been to 
hurry on the tea harvest, in order to be amongst the first in the market. 
Such a course necessarily pre-supposes hurried (preparation and imperfect 
manipulation of the leaf; the “firing” is carried on hastily and negligently, 
and by inexperienced hands, instead of undergoing a leisurely and elaborate 
process by skilled workmen; the same too may be said of the “ packing.” 
‘Phe consequence of this is that the form, flavour, and aroma are all more 
or less deteriorated; and thus teas, which with proper attention 
might have been amongst the most valuable, are deprived of all 
their most significant attributes, and find their place amongst the 
most ordinary kinds. The great increase in the demand without 
‘@ corresponding increase in the extent of land planted with tea, has 
led to the practice of frequent “pickings,” and although this was 











perhaps, unavoidable, the quality of the crop was of course injured. 
Formerly, two or sometimes three crops in the year were considered as 
sufficient to test to their extreme limit the producing powers of the tea- 
plant 


it is no uncommon feature at the present time to read in the China 

of a“ fourth" crop. No wonder then, that complaints prevail 
respecting the quality of the tea produced; and, if no uther monitor could 
be heard, nature herself would vent her indignant protests against such a 
course, in refusing to clothe the branches with leaves, It ia, in fact, the 
old fable of the “Goose with the Golden Eggs " re-enacted before our 
eyes, andwith exactly similar results, But the continued remonstrances 
on this subject on the part of the merchants and brokers interested in the 
trade, have been, it is to be hoped, not without some effect on the native 
growers ; and we may, consequently, feel justified in expecting some im- 
provement in this respect. 

‘The sure though gradual diminution in the number of sales “with re- 
warrants us in bestowing only a passing notice on a subject. the 
effects of which are greater than one might at first sight be inclined to. 
suppose. The first and most obvious evil is the loss of time needlessly 
constamed in affecting (o put up to public auction an article, the reserved 
price of which is far higher than that which dealers would be justitied in 
offering. Time, the proverb (clls us, is money, and this necdless waste of 
so precious an article is in itself an evil of no slight magnitude. But so 
far it concerns only those who are more immediately engaged in the pre- 
tended sale. But when on the withdrawal of these teas, fancy prices were

106,254,761 Ibs, is this year estimated at only $3,000,000 Ibs., whilst an 
increase in consumption has taken place to the extent of 10,000,000 Ibs. ; 
the consumption for the year 1X4 was, in round numbers, 81,000,000 
Tbe, and this year it will probably amount to nearly 100,000,000 Ibs. 
According to the Board of Trade Returns, the quantity of tea entered 
for home consumption amounted, during the month of November last, in 
round numbers, to about nine fhillion pounds, showing an increase of one 
million and a-balf as compared yith the corresponding month in the year 
1864, and of nearly two millions over that of November, 1863, Taking 
the first eleven months of the year as the period for our comparative 
estimates, we find that the consumption during that period in the year 
1865 was ten millions in advance of 1864, and twelve millions over 
the consamption during the same period in 1863. These favour- 
able returns are the natural results of the reduction of the tea duty 
snd each successive official statement tends to demonstrate the 
isdom (to say nothing of the justice) of reducing to their lowest 
point the duties on articles of gencral consumption. The superior produc- 
tiveness of low duties on commodities which are comprised under this 
head is a subject which cannot be too often recommended to the attention 
of political economists and financiers. It cannot be said that the tea duty 
is as yet sufficiently low for the interests of the public and the revenue, 
although it is of course less oppressive than of ok 
Reverting once again to the extended cultivation of the tea plant, a 
topic often discussed in there columns, we are gratified to see, from the 
Colombo Observer, what great progress is now being made in this respect 
in Ceylon, It is said that the tea lands in the Himalayas alone are quite 
capable of producing ten times the whole amount of tea imported into Eng- 
land from all the other tea crowing countries in the world. Even though 
this be the case, the policy of extending its cultivation wherever the capa- 
Dilities of the soil admit it is none the less desirable. We have learned, at 
all events, one practical lexson from the cotton fumine—the foolishness of 
depending on one country only for any article of general consumption.

It is also reported on good authority that the tea-plant is being succese- 
fully cultivated in California and Georgia ; and an experimental plantation 
has proved perfectly successful in Spain; there can be little doubt that 
Spain, Italy, and other Southern European countries, are admirably 
adapted for the growth of the tea-plant, 

No public sales have been held during the week, and transactions in the 
private market have been inconviderable, business having as yet hardy 
recummenced after the Christmas holidays. Recent purchases of most 
descriptions of Congou bave been made on more favourable terms, but the 
transactions reported have been of somewhat an exceptional nature, and 
have, moreover, been too amall to justify the aasumption that there has 
Deen any quotable fall in prices; but with arising money market, and a 
large quantity afloat, not to mention the heavy purchases made 
by the trade during the last two months, it does not seem improbable that 
the correctness of late valuations will be bourne out by the sales made 
during the next few weeks. There is very little inquiry for fine Congous, 
but medium Kaisows and Bfonings have attracted some attention, acd the 
larger proportion of the sales made has consisted of these kinds. A few 
parcels of Broken Leaf Congous have been sold at rates considerably 
lower than those paid about three weeks since. There is now a good 
select of Scenced teas on offer, but the trade have not as yet made any 
large contracts. There is no demand for export. About 1,900 packages 
of Indian teas are advertised for sale on Tuesday next, and the larger 
proportion of these is of the Assam Company's growth, ‘The market 
price of common Congott is 14, 1d. per Ib. Broken Leaf cannot be bought 
under 9d. per Ib. 























COFFEE. 

In taking a review of the progress and cultivation of coffee for the 
present year, Ceylon, when compared with its two rivals, Brazil and Java, 
shows tho largest average increase in exports; but notwithstanding this, 
Brazil shows a very fair increase ; Java, on the contrary, exported a much 
smaller quantity of coffee this year than she did in 1863: the exports last 
year from that island cannot be brought into comparison, as during that 
season there was a failure in the crop, as will be seen by referring to the 
figures we gave a short time since. With regard to the probability of the 
exports from the island of Ceylon exceeding those from Java, as has beon 
observed in the columns of a contemporary, it does not appear unlikely 
that such will be the case eventually, but it must be borne in mind that 
Ceylon has produced during the present year more than she ever did before ; 
also, that ulter a xeason of extraordinary good yield, it very commonly 
happens that the produce of the ensuing year, and in some cases for several 

+, falls olf considerably. 

‘The conclusion of the Atnerican War has had a most important effect 
upon coffe, and the prospects of the market are fairly good. With regard 
to plantation Ceylon it is to be remarked that during the yenr all the better 
kinds have been in good demand and bave realised ygood prices, a decline 
only being shown in the inferior and badly picked parcels, The finer kinds 
of native Ceylon have sold remarkably well, and have in many instances 
realised prices nearly ax high as those ruling for the lower kinda of planta- 
tion Ceylon, Costa Rica, whica has been rather scarce throughout. the 
has generally fetched high prices. East Indian kinds have realised 
high rats, and have also been in fair supply, which latter remark cannot 
be applied to Mocha coffee, which has been very scarce, especially during 
the last few months, when it has alinost entirely disappeared from the 
market. 

It is satisfactory to hear that tho coffee plantations in Penang are in a 
flourishing condition. We understand the coffee-plant was first intro- 
duced there by the late Mr. David Brown, the original seed being from 
Mocha, and although not invariably equal to Mocha coffee as regards 
flavour and strength, it is nevertheless one of the best sorta cultivated in 
the East, and has always commanded a comparatively high price in the 
market. | There is, therefore, every reason to conclude that the cultivation 
of coffee in Penang will eventually prove remuncrative; a large quantity 
of waste laud, which is at present lying idle, might very profitably be 
planted with coffee.

The steamer Massilia, which left Southampton on the 4th, 
took £115,180 in specie for China and the Straits, the whole of 
which was silver except £600. In consequenco of the rise in 
the rate of discount the silver market is extremely flat, and 
wero sales to be pressed tho fall in prices would probably be 
considerable. During the last few days the market has been 
very quiet, the wants of exporters to India having apparently 
been satistied for the moment. 

Biddings for £350,000 in bills on India have taken place 
at the Bank of England. The proportions allotted were, to 
Calcutta, £227,200 ; to Madras, £22,700; aud to Bombay, 
£100,000. The minimum price was as before, 1s, 11}d. on 
Calcutta and Madras, and 1s. 113d. on Bombay, Tenders on 
Calcutta and Madras at 1s. 114d. will receive about 24 per 
cent., and on Bombay at 2s. Qid., about 27 per cent.; above 
these prices in full. 

The Crown Agents for the Colonies invited tenders, to be re- 
ceived on the 9th of January, for £100,000 of Mauritius Go- 
vernmont Six per Cent, Debentures, being the last instalment 
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of the loan for £400,000 authorised by an ordinance passed 
by the Governor in Council on the 30th of May, 1864, and 
aince confirmed by the Crown. ‘The principal will be repaid 
by means of a sinking fund in thirty years from the date of 
issue. 

The application by Mr. Montgomery Martin to the{Court of 
Chancery for a winding-up order on the late Imperial Bauk of 
India, China, and Japan (amalgamated with the Bank of Hin- 
dustan), has been dismissed by the Master of the Rolls with 
costs. Mr. Martin objected to the amalgamation, but a large 
majority agreed. 

On making up their books to the termination of the last 
year, the banking firm of Messrs, Prescott, Grote, Cave, and 
Co. celebrated the centenary of the establishment of their bank, 
which was opened on the Ist of January, 1766. 

The Earl of Leven and Melville, having been elected repre- 
sentative Peer of Scotland, has retired from the hanking-house 
of Messrs. Williams, Deacon, and Co., and is succeeded by his 
son, Viscount Kirkdale. 

The Liverpool Overland Company have advertised to convey 
goods to Singapore and ports in China and Japan, by the 
Shaftesbury from Suez, the through rates being—Singapore, 
£10 ; Hong Kong, £11; Shanghai, £12; Yokohama, £13. 
‘This is an enormous reduction on the P. and O. Co's rates, 
which will be of course very welcome. 

The directors of the National Discount Company have re- 
solved to recommend, at their meeting on the 24th inst., a divi- 
dend at the rate of 20 per cent. per annum, and an issue to 
the then shareholders of 40,000 new shares, at £5 premium ; 
thus making the paid up capital £800,000, with a reserve fund 
of £500,000. 

‘The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company’s steamer 
Mazssilia, from Southampton on the 4th inst., was: In gold—to 
Singapore, £600. In silver—to Galle, £92,000; to Hong

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 

Tea.—Our market has been rather quiet, the rise in the value of money 
checking parchases, whilst importers have been free sellers, and the result 
has been a decline of 4d to 1d per Ib. in broken-leaf and common, old 
flavoury and blackish-leaf kinds of Congou. In new season, both 
flavoury, and blackish-leaf kinds of medium quality have been sold fully 
2d per Ib. lower. Fine are firmly maintained. Qolongs, Soucbongs, and 
Flowery Pekoes show no alteration. Scented Teas have sold to a fair ex- 
tent at rather lower prices. Indian, Japan, and Green Teas show no 
change. The Circular of Mossrs. Shepard, Harrison, and Rehden, quotes 
ps follows :—" The year opens with # moderate stock, but a fall range of 
prices for all good medium to finest new crop Teas, The Bankrate at & 





per cent., and many holding the belief in a high average value throagh 
the year, with periods of great stringency. The advices from China 
speak wil confidence that will be short of black-leaf, 
but we lean to the satisfactory results, so 
far achieved this season, will encourage the teamen to bring

Greens and 
Japans remain quiet.”

China Silk business has continued on a limited scale, but the recent advices 
from Japan led to some excitement in the better descriptions of Mibash, 
&c., which has subsided since the advance in the Bank rate of discount to 
8 per cent.

The Cotton Supply Reporter remarks :—" The 
official annual report of the stock of cole Presents some features which 
are not altogether discouraging, for though the actual quantity in Liver- 
pool is stated to be 370,275 bales, against 466,300 bales in 1864, there 
are of the large American bales 143,722, against only 28,210 at the cor 
responding period of the previous year, whilst of the small bales from 
China and Japan the returns show only 4,971, against 78,420 in 1864.

Perrer.—Some inquiry has prevailed for Black, but as first hand 
parcels are held for stiff prices, no purchases have been made beyond 
small parcels for immediate wants, principally Singapore at 34d cash, and 
Penang at 33d. 

Cassta LiGNRA.—Sales of about 500 boxes have been made privately 
at higher prices; middling to good middling, 95s to 988; mouldy, 928. 

ToBacco.—Manila Cheroots and Segars: No sales worthy of note; an 
arrival took place during December, the bulk of which, we believe, is for 
transhipment. Manila Leaf: A rather better demand has been experienced 
for the more leafy qualities; holders continue firm at asking prices. 
Japan : The recent import sold at a considerably enhanced price; supplies 
‘would be readily placed. 

‘Hrors.—The import of Batavia, Singapore, &c., for the year 1865 has 
been 65,059 buffalo hides, against 40,794 hides in 1864, and 33,548 hides 
in 1863; from Manila, 725 hides, against 675 hides in 1864, and 2,962 
hides in 1863. Buffalo hides met a ready sale without alteration in value 
up to March, when an advance of 4d to 4d per Ib. was established, and in 
September an increased demand caused a further rise of 4d to fd per Ib.; 
since then the arrivals have been large, and prices have rather receded, 
but are still 4d to 3d per Ib. above those current in December, 1864. 450 
Singapore buffalo have been sold during the month, best heavy at 54d per 
Ib. "The stock consists of 10,874 Singapore, 3,974 Java, and 625 Manila 
buffalo hides, against 1,016 Singapore and 3,461 Java’ buffalo hides in 
1864. 

Hors, Tips, &.—The import has again been small, and generally met 
& good demand at advancing prices throughout the year. Buffalo Horns 
are 26 to 5s per cwt., whilst Deer Horns are 103 to 12s per cwt. higher 
than in December 1864. 

The Colonial Produce Market will only recommence activity during the 
present week, after the Christmas and Now Year holidays, eo that prices 
for most articles remain unchanged.

rate of money was evidently on the advance. Iron: Both Welsh and 
Staffordshire bave continued steady, and it is seldom that prices maintain 
so uniform a rate during an entire year. Scotch Pig Iron has fluctuated 
considerably, showing, however, a continuous advance from about 50s, 
to 59., the close of November. In December, owing, to large specula- 
tive operations, it advanced to about 64s, The large decrease in the 
stock bas told considerably in favour of improved rates; but the higher 
Prices will without doubt increase the production, and ai bably check 
shipments. The price to-day is 65s., cash. Copper metal fluc 
tuated in value the past year considerably. Commencing with the price 
of £90 for Tough quality, at which it continued, with some unimportant 
changes until the end of June, when the smelters reduced their quotations

when the smelters announced an advance to £91 per ton, and later in the 
‘same month to £96 for Tough. Early in November large transactions 
were entered into at rather improved prices, owing to the report of a pos- 
sible blockade of the Chilian port by the Spaniards, and on the announce- 
ment that the blockade was actually declared, the smelters (Nov. 15th) 
advanced their price £10 per ton, and the following day a further £10 
per ton, making their quotations £116 for Tough Cake, but at this 
price they could do but very little business, as many second-hand parcels 
were offered at much lower rates, these parcels being gradually taken off 
the market, the rates improved, but notwithstanding, on the Teth ult., the 
smelters being tired of inactivity, reduced their quotation £10 per ton, 
viz., Tough to £106 per ton, which is the present price. As under 
the mont favourable circumstances we must expect a considerable diminu- 
tion in the supplies from Chili, we look for a strong market. 
English bas been and continues in demand. Foreign: At the beginning 
of the past year the price of Straits tin was 90s., and went back to about 
86s. 64. to G7s. in March, which was the lowest price during the year, 
afterwards we had some little improvement, but the heavy stocks here and 
in Holland checked any material advance. The sale in Holland in June 
went off at several guilders higher than was anticipated, and in conse- 
quence the three months following we had a very dragging market; 
towards the end of September some orders of importance were received 
from America, and the price improved to 97s., but has now gone back to 
95s., for fine quality. The quantity of Straits Tin aftoat for Europe is 
about 1,528 tons, against 1,056 tons in 1864, and 602 tons in 1863. In 
addition to the stock here, there is upwards of 600 tons in ships arrived, 
not yet landed, Tin Plates: The makers are very full of orders, mainly 
for America, and during the past twelve months the price bas advanced 
fully 5s. per box. The shipments last month were 85,000 boxes, against 


























50,000 boxes in December, 1864. The value of Plates exported 
in 1865 was £1,450,000; do. in 1864, £1,250,000; do. in 1863, 
£1,310,000. Lead : Until nearly the end of September, Lead continued 
very quiet. Since that period great improvement has taken place, and 
the market is now very firm at quotations. Spelter: This metal has 
fluctuated very much, beginning the Five! at £19 per ton; it has varied 
between that price and £22.
